But. like Gideon with the fleece, 
Ellsha would like to make another 
test before he entered upon his work 
He was standing by the Hlver Jordan 
The sons of the praphrts from Jeri- 
cho were looking on. The river muit 
be crossed. He held the mantle with 
which Elijah smote the waters, when 
a way through them had been opened 
by Elijah s Cod. Therefore If ho 
really Klljah'a successor, wit* 
same mantle. Hip same Spirit, the 
work to do. then Ood would open a 
similar iiethway through the river for 
Ellsha. Folding up the mantle, and 
smiting the waters, as bis master had 
done, he exclaimed. "Where Is the 
I. oid the Ood of Elijah?" and the way 
was opened, and assurance was made 
doubly sure. 

Coming to Jericho, where there waa 
a guild of the Sons of the l*rophets, 
Kllsha had an opportunity of using 
bis power of service aa a prophet. The 
citizens of Jericho came to him for 
help because the water supply was 
very bad for both the people and the 
They brought Ellsha a new 
1 or dish, and put salt therein, 
both typical of purliy and freshness. 
Taking these with him he went up 
the stream to the fountain head a 
mile and a half from the town, and cast 
the salt Into It. saying. ' Thus salth 
the Lord, I have healed these waters " 
This clearly shows that the salt was 
"not the means whereby the healing 
was wrought, but only aa an outward 
sign to point to the work which was 
supernuturally performed" 

One of the sons of the prophets 
died and loft his widow and two sons 
in poverty. She was so poor as to be 
In danger of having her children aold 
as slaves. Her husband may have 
left her In debt, or she bad ruu In 
debt, perhaps through her husband's 
Her creditors demanded 
•y. and, aa she could not 
It. they ihreatened to toko her 
sons ft slaves, to work out the 
debt. In ber trouble she appealed to 
Kllsha as the bead of the guild, and 
aa r,ne who had been helping others 
She had nothing left put a pot of 
olive oil. 

Ellsha bade the woman borrow 
empty vessels from her neighbors, 
and biinglng them into her house, 
with closed doors, to pour out from 
her own Jar of oil till every dish nnd 
Jar wns full. This oil she was to sell 
and pay her debt. 

The result was according to tha 
prophet's word. Every vessel she bad 
fulth enough t i borrow was filled with 
the uilruru'oini oil. Her debt was 
paid, and her children saved from 
slavery. Ac cording to her fallh It was 
done unto her. 

Mother Goes to Kllsha for Help — 
Kllsha at this time was at Mount 
Carmel. 16 miles away. The mother 
knows the only thing to be done She 
calls for one of the servants, has un 
ass saddled, and presses forward with 
the utmost speed to the prophet. 
Kllsha knew that only some matter 
of groat Importance could bring a 
woman there. "She caught him by 
the feet, tlehszl came near to thrust 
her away " Deeming her Importunity 
excessive, or such liberties beueath 
his muster's dignity. 

■Mka went with the Shiinanimlta 
to her bouse, and found the child dead 
upon tlie bed In bis chamber. "II* 
sh it the door upon them twain, and 
prayed."

MONEY IN CAULIFLOWER CROP 

Little Chance for Success Unless 
Planted Early, ao Plant Needs 
Cool Air and Soil. 

iriy William ii urn waimn J 

I have grown cauliflower for a num- 
ber of years und have found It a ve"ry 
profitable crop, as it brings a good 
price In the market. 

Soil that will produce cabbage Is 
MtakM Tor cauliflower, provided It Is 
enrloh.-d with well rotted manure. The 
manure should be thoroughly mixed 
with Hie soil and the ground put In the 
best possible condition. 

When the seeds begin lo grow I 
give the plants sufficient air to keep 
them from rotting off. As soon as thu 
plants are large enough to handle I 
take them up and trunsplaut tbem 
two Inches apart each way and keep 
them well watered. I expiate thu 
plants to the open nlr before lime 
to plant outdoors :i> as to harden 
them. I find that few plants die when 
treated In thia niann r. 

Several hours bet . re setting out 1 
give the plants a the -.ugh soaking In 
the hot bed. When ady to set the 
plants I mark off tha ground three 
feet each way and ao' the plants some- 
what deeper than they grow In the
